Genoral Blanco, who ia uow in the Colony for 
that purpose of reporting on schema for the 
improvement of the harbour, the sanitary 
improvement of the city and tho improvemnt 
of the water supply may: confidently count 
upon the support of His Excellency the 
Governor boing given to all these projects. E 
gather that His Excellency does not enteriain 
nny idea that the execution o there projecta 
may b» postponed by the Home Government to 
the Greek Calends.

THE UNITED STATES AND JAPAN, 


' VISCOUNT AOKI AND JINCOISit. 


Exoopt for tho latest trouble in California, 
the situation sppears.to have improved. People 
are beginning to realize what s great port 
Viscount Aoki is playing in stemming the tido 
of jingo agitation. A striking tribute to tho 
Ambassador, has been written by Dr.. Willian 
Bayard Helo, Dr. Halo says that whea the 
history of tho carly years of the 20th century is 
written “a yory prominont plac indeed, and a 
place of pormanont honour, willbe given to the 
simple-mannered, modest. gentlmas” who is 
now Japan's Ambassador to the Unitod States, 
Viscount Aoki, says Dr. Hale, was little known 
and not atall appreciated in America till the 
other day, and he woos on to show how, when 
high officials at Washington lost their heads, 
Viscount Aoki kept bis; how, when his own 
countrymon blustered, the Ambassador kept 
calm ; how, when American jingoss threataned, 
Viscount Aoki smiled, Tn an istarviow which 
he gave to Dr. Hale, Viscount Aoki said :— 
“Madness tas sviz-d ao many people. It is 
quite inconceivabla whore these silly stories are 
invented, where this insane clamour is generat- 
ed. A psychologist wonld find it interesting to 
follow de building up for the fabric of falao- 
hood and fallacy on,a0 irresponsible person hers 
tells an irreaponsible papor something, whieh. 
prints, and which an irresponsible sgitator 
cables to a neglizible Japausne jingo paper, 
aud which it priate in corinerion with irre- 
sponsible comment aud: invented interviows. 
‘lthe whole coming back hore mignified and 
distorted, but presented as.an indox of universal 
Japanésevontiment. The thing is ridiculous, of 
course, Still, whon one considars the possibili- 
ties it ia gigantically wicked. Nothing oould be 

wore hideously wicked than to involve my 
- country and yours in war.”” ‘ 

The United States and Japan, the Ambassador 
srent on, “are vowsd to frivndship. sever at 
any moment have wo faltorad in joyful acceptance 
of that tradition. 1 can and dodeclara, as tha 
acoredited Ambassador of my Emperor at, 
Washington, that {he relations of the two 
Governments are as friendly as at any moment 
ja history.” Thon Viscount Aoki spoke of tha 
expression go often beard now, “the mastery of 
tke ‘Pacifi.” The Pacific ho raid, “ie a big 
ooean, ‘It ia big enough for both of us. It is 
too big. for both of us togethor. It balonga to 
the whole world. Jap. cherishes no ambition 
to be‘ master’ of it. Why. must the ocean have 
a'mastar’? There is Chins with interosta in 
it aa greatasours. Thereishusia, England, 
France. and Germany have Pacific interests, 
So hag Holland, so have other great nations. ” 

But tho Ambaegndor realizes as well as anv 
' one else what is bohind all this trouble, “Yas,” 
he said, “I will come to that other quostion.

Similar results ware obtained 
in toats with blooks of standard -Rosordale 
éoment, mada in the sams moald, olthough in 
this case the blocks were tected thirty days after 
they had been mule, The ‘orcking of the 
concrele appoared as carly a8 the sixth day of 
the test, and by tho sightaenth diy they looked 
as though they might fall apart 

Tt eannot bs denied that thos romlty fre of 
profound signifioxnce. They call for carofal 
investigation on the prrt of concrete eugiaeers, 
and tho provision of epacial menns of insulation 
in all o1s9s whore imbeddad strao'ural steal, or 
tho reinforcing material, of armoured concrete, 
in liable to nttack by stray currants ia the 
neighbourhood of wet foundations.
